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Swamp lever Epizootic as Seen by the BAI 


Bulletin 


In response to a question ad- 
dressed to him by Major L. A. 
Beard, representing the Ameri- 
can Thoroughbred Breeders As- 
sociation, Dr. L. T. Giltner, acting 
in charge of the Pathological Di- 
vision of the Bureau of Animal 
Industry in Washington, this week 
made the following recommenda- 
tion: 


“As an additional step to pre- 
vent infected animals from gain- 
ing admission to breeding farms, 
it would be advisable to isolate 
and take temperatures twice daily 
and hold under observation for 
60 days all horses brought from 
other areas before allowing them 
contact with other horses on the 
farm.” 


On August 20 the Bureau received a 
request from Dr. R. W. Smith, State veter- 
inarian of New Hampshire, for assistance 
in diagnosing a suspected outbreak of 
swamp fever in horses at the Rockingham 
Park race track near Salem, N. H. The 
Bureau immediately dispatched Dr. L. O. 
Mott of the Pathological Division to make 
an investigation and give such assistance 
as might be possible. Dr. Mott visited the 
area, made an examination of some of the 
affected animals, interviewed various peo- 
ple, and collected blood specimens from 
14 suspected cases of the disease for 
laboratory examination and horse inocula- 
tion tests at the Bureau’s Animal Disease 
Station, Beltsville, Md. 

From the history and clinical symptoms 
of the suspected cases, Dr. Mott was of 
the opinion that the disease affected the 
horses was swamp fever. The materials 


collected were taken by plane to Wash- 
ington and were inoculated into six test 
horses August 25. 

On August 29, Dr. C. D. Stein of the 
Pathological Division was detailed to make 
a further investigation of the condition at 
the Rockingham Park race track and at 
other points in the New England area. 
Dr. Stein spent one week in the area mak- 
ing clinical examinations of many horses, 
and had the opportunity to hold post 
mortems on several horses that had died or 
were destroyed. Dr. Stein concluded from 
his observations that the disease in ques- 
tion was swamp fever. 

The clinical diagnoses made by the 
Bureau investigators were subsequently 
confirmed by the results of the horse inocu- 
lation tests conducted at the Animal Dis- 
ease Station, Beltsville, Md. These tests 
show conclusively that the horses from 
which the specimens were obtained were 
affected with swamp fever. Furthermore, 
these samples gave negative results to the 
complement-fixation test for —trypano- 
somiasis. 

The investigations of Drs. Mott and 
Stein revealed the following which was 
obtained through personal observations or 
interviews with veterinarians, horsemen, 
and others: 


OuipreaK In May. It appears that this 
disease was first observed in New England 
in May or early June. Horses that had 
been racing in Florida were shipped to 
the race track at Suffolk Downs near 
Boston, and it was reported that a few sick 
horses were in the group. Shortly after 
their arrival at Suffolk Downs, there was 
an influx of horse flies of considerable 
proportion from nearby marsh lands. 
These flies were present for a short time 
and sometime following this, additional 
cases of the disease appeared. 

At the close of the meeting at Suffolk 
Downs most of the horses proceeded to 
Rockingham; however, some of the ani-

Action 


The assistance of the Thoroughbred 
Racing Associations toward paying for 
race horses lost through swamp fever was 
authorized on September 16. Directors 
of the race track group gave President 
James E. Dooley the power to proceed 
at once to solicit funds for assisting in 
defraying the cost of horses destroyed 
because of their infection with the virus. 

The action was taken after reports had 
been received from Dr. R. A. Kelser, of 
the Grayson Foundation, and Dr. C. D. 
Stein, of the BAI. They recommended the 
destruction of horses affected by the dis- 
ease, in order to avoid a possible spread 
of the contagion. 

The Grayson Foundation informed the 
TRA that it would inaugurate immediately 
a research program to develop a_ better 
means of diagnosing swamp fever, to 
develop an immunizing vaccine, and to 
develop more effective methods of treat- 
ment. But this was a tough assignment; 
the Government has had top researchers 
at work on the problem for years. 

The Hawthorne track at Chicago has 
contributed $11,253.43, net profits from 
its ninth race on September 13, and Rock- 
ingham Park has contributed $5,718.07, 
the proceeds of an extra race. Thomas 
B. Cromwell, of Lexington, gave $1,000, 
and the Tri-County Fair, at Northhampton, 
Mass., gave $500. 

Early estimates by the HBPA were that 
$150,000 or more would be needed to pay 
for horses already lost through the dis- 
ease, or which would be lost. 

The TRA has asked the Grayson Foun- 
dation to assist various state authorities 
in screening horses in infected areas, so 
that animals not infected may be released 
from quarantine.

PEDIGREE POINTS 


Two Breeds and 
Black Tarquin 


By J. A. ESTES 


In the fall of 1935 William Woodward, 
chairman of The Jockey Club, was the 
guest of honor at the fourth annual testi- 
monial dinner of the Thoroughbred Club 
of America. After Thomas Piatt had 
decorated his lapel with a gold pin signi- 
fying honorary lifetime membership in the 
club, Mr. Woodward made a speech. 

“IT am very anxious,” he said, “to see 
the day, before I shuffle off this mortal 
coil, when those gentlemen (the English 
stud book authority) will recognize our 
American Stud Book in its entirety. ... 
I do not want any one line of our horses 
recognized; I want the recognition of our 
book in its entirety. I have never said 
this publicly before but it seems to me 
that this is a very appropriate time to say 
it. first, because of the character of this 
gathering; secondly—and_ perhaps far 
more important—because of the signal 
victories of animals carrying American 
strains in England in the last few years; 
and thirdly, because of the ominous re- 
sults for the Thoroughbred if the English 
stud book and the American stud book 
do not come together.” 


Mr. Woodward recited a bit of history, 
then reasserted his main theme: “I want 
one great breed of Thoroughbred the 
world over, mutally recognized, and if this 
does not result, we will have two breeds, 
and they will gradually be as far apart as 
the sun and the moon. The result will be 
unfortunate, not for you and me, but for 
the great race of the Thoroughbred horse.” 


The master of Belair likes racing much 
better than making speeches about it. 
Usually his remonstrances with the English 
stud book authority are left to be made 
by his horses. He has made it a practice 
to send some of his best and longest-legged 
yearlings to England every summer to be 
trained by Capt. Cecil-Boyd-Rochfort, and 
he has a more uniform success in that 
country than any American invader of this 
century. 

The war interrupted this phase of his 
activities, but as soon as the way was 
clear after the cessation of hostilities he 
was at it again. In the summer of 1946 
he sent three yearlings to Newmarket. 
Most impressive of these was a big rangy 
*Rhodes Scholar colt, the first foal of 
Vagrancy, the best race mare in the 1939 
crop of foals. 

Arthur B. Hancock, who keeps the 
Belair mares at his Claiborne Stud, Paris, 
Ky., is not given to overstatement. He 
knows the hazards of judging foals and

yearlings, from ’way back. Ordinarily the 
highest compliment he will give a year- 
ling is: “Nice colt.” But long before this 
son of Vagrancy had left the farm Mr. 
Hancock had begun to speak of him in 
terms of the 1948 Derby at Epsom Downs. 
Last October at Newmarket I heard Cap- 
tain Boyd-Rochfort discussing him in the 


same terms. By now every horseman in 
England is talking of the colt in the same 
connection. 

The youngster, called Black Tarquin 
(Mr. Woodward likes proud names for his 
good horses), is not yet a champion. He 
lost his first race, beat the King’s Howdah 
for the Royal Lodge Stakes, then was 
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*RHODES SCHOLAR, by the great sire Pharos out of the St. Leger winner and

she was retired to the stud. 
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beaten two lengths by Birthday Greet- 
ings (Blue Peter—Clarapple) in the 
Richmond Stakes at Goodwood. 

On August 28, however, he won the 
Gimcrack Stakes at York, beating Birthday 
Greetings by a neck, with Black Pampas 
another neck away third. The field was 
crowded together near the finish, and 
an objection was made against the win- 
ner but was overruled. 

It will take something more than the 
Gimerack victory to make Black Tarquin 
the best 2-year-old in England, but there 
appears little question that he is among 
the best prospects. Certainly Birthday 
Greetings does not outrank him in this 
respect; he appears for the moment, to 
be better at five furlongs than a longer 
distance. 

Black Tarquin’s victory brought Mr. 
Woodward the privilege of making another 
speech. The winner of the Gimcrack 
Stakes earns the privilege of telling his 
fellow sportsmen in England what he 
thinks of things in general and in par- 
ticular. 

Whether Mr. Woodward plans to be 
present for the Gimcrack dinner in De- 
cember I do not know. But if he does 
not, it would be a good occasion for re- 
reading his speech of 1935.

Or Black Tarquin can be left to speak 
for himself. Derby horse or not, he is 
one of the gathering throng of top-class 
horses which are gradually suffocating the 
speckless denizens of the General Stud 
Book. If these top-class horses of Ameri- 
can blood were numerous in 1935, as Mr. 
Woodward pointed out, they are legion in 
1947. 

Black Tarquin has two or three ances- 
tors, contemporary with Paul Revere 
(“The British are coming”) and George 
Washington (“The British are going.”), 
which have no documented connection 
with the English stud book, whose first 
volume had not then been printed. These 
strains come down to Black Tarquin 
through Man o’ War, sire of his grandam, 
a stakes winner and top broodmare, and 
through Hamburg, sire of his fourth dam,

Three Would Be Stymie’s Number; 


Newsweekly Flushes Some Pigeons 


New YorK 

The Assault-Armed special seems to be 
coming along well, and maybe it will 
follow the War Admiral-Seabiscuit pattern 
and jell the second time out. Ben Jones 
has asked for a six-furlong race at Bel- 
mont September 22, in which to give 
Armed his last bit of sharpening before 
the $100.000 affair. Assault, comfortable 
in a pair of new shoes in front, keeps 
coming back sound from his works. 

Around here the issue has been be- 
clouded by the insistence that Stymie 
should have been included. As readers 
of this department know. the chestnut 
horse with the crooked blaze is a favorite 
here. and I have always found Hirsch 
Jacobs a reasonable. sensible, matter-of- 
fact sort of person, who makes sense when 
other people start to dither. But I cannot 
vo along with the idea that something 
snobbish was being done when Stymie was 
excluded. Jacobs told me and a dozen 
other people. in August, that he wasn’t 
interested in special races. This was put 
in print by a good many sources. and if 
the Belmont Park management felt that 
Stymie wouldn’t accept. they can’t be 
blamed for the assumption. 

Furthermore. it seems to me it would 
be distinctly unfair to include Stymie. 
without throwing the gates open all the 
way. Armed, we know, is a very keen 
horse, with a high gift of speed and the 
ability to carry it. Stymie, we know, is a 
laggard from the gate, and he has got 
most of his three-quarter million by run- 
ning down horses that were spent from 
their early efforts. 

Now Assault is a crack horse. He 
hasn't. up to now. showed Armed’s speed 
from the gate. He hasn't. up to now. 
shown Stymie’s ability to come from no- 
where and run down a faltering field. 
Maybe he can come up with either quality, 
but he cannot be expected to perform 
miracles. The horse that can run with 
Armed and stay with Stymie hasn’t looked 
through a bridle yet. 

Still, in a three-horse race, that’s what 
he would have to do. Assault has demon- 
strated that he can wait for Stymie and 
run with him, at least at any distance of a 
mile and a quarter or less. But if you wait 
for Stymie, what are you going to do 
with Armed? Last fall Assault let Bridal 
Flower and Turbine get 15 lengths ahead 
of him in the Pimlico Special. while he 
waited for Stymie. But if he lets Armed 
get 15 lengths ahead of him, Calumet is 
on its way to its second million. You can’t

give that kind of a horse that kind of an 
edge. 

Well, suppose he goes out after Armed, 
and can summon the sort of speed neces- 
sary to stretch the Bull Lea gelding to his 
last gasp. When the issue is decided, 
theyll both be tired horses. and it would 
be no more trouble for Stymie to run 
them down than it was for Jim Dandy to 
drive past Gallant Fox and Whichone for 
that historic Travers. 

That’s the way Max Hirsch looks at it. 
“Somebody’s got to go up and try to beat 
Armed,” he said last week. “and obviously 
Assault’s the one that has to do it. Now 
how do you think I'd feel if we beat 
Armed, and then Stymie came up and ran 
down both of them? He won’t beat Arm- 
ed. We've either got to try it and use our 
horse, or wait for Stymie and let Armed 
steal it.” 

It makes sense to me.

pared to admit that Assault can beat

On the subject, the veteran Turf writer, 
Henry King, came around last week with 
a couple of prized possessions, Assault’s 
two front shoes, which had been removed 
for replating the day before. You hardly 
understand Assault’s underpinning until 
you put them upside down and look at 
them. The right fore—that’s the bad 
foot—is at least a half inch narrower than 
the other, but it is shaped more the way 
you think a horseshoe should be. The 
left fore doesn’t match on both sides, be- 
cause the outside tip has been filed away 
to take the pressure off the spot that went 
sore in Chicago. When you look at the 
two, and think that a horse with forefeet 
like that broke Gallant Fox’s 3-year-old 
record for earnings, and for a brief space 
held the title of leading money-winner of 
the world, you are a bit closer to apprais- 
ing Assault’s stature. 


I still like Armed. 


Junior CHAmpIonsuip. The Cowdin had 
little effect on the 2-year-old rankings. My 
Request went into the Hopeful as_ the 
chief rival of King Ranch’s Better Self, 
Relic. which unfortunately isn’t in the 
Futurity, beat them both, by a country 
mile. Since neither Better Self, which ran 
a dull race in the Hopeful but pulled up 
sound and full of life. nor Relic was in 
the Cowdin, My Request figured to win 
and he did, smartly. He had no burst of 
speed to match Newsweekly’s run around 
the turn, but he kept plugging away and 
the Vanderbilt colt came back. 

The pigeon episode would have made 
a better story if Newsweekly had finished 
second. He came into the stretch on top. 
and ran up on three pigeons. This was 
not surprising, for the pigeons are there 
nearly every day. but usually they get 
up early, before the field is close. This 
time they lagged, and when they flew up 
they were close enough to scare News- 
weekly, causing him to swerve out. into 
My Request’s path. The New World colt 
didn’t quite have it in this kind of com- 
pany, but it is conceivable that he would 
have got a placing if he had not had 
bird trouble. 


LIGHT HORSE HUSBANDRY

Walter Salmon Buys Vezzano, 


Successful Italian Stallion 


For about a year Walter J. Salmon, 
New York financier, operator of Mere- 
worth Farm at Lexington, and leading 
breeder of 1946, has been boning up on 
Italian racing and breeding. Last spring 
he purchased *Sirte, a big, powerful son 
of the even bigger *Ortello, to stand at 
Mereworth. 

At the Saratoga meeting last month he 
announced to a representative of THE 
Bioop-Horse: “I have studied Italian rac- 
ing and breeding enough to be convinced 
that the best horses there rank with the 
best in the world. It is not likely that 
international champions like *Ortello, 
Nearco, Donatello 2nd, Niccolo dell’ Arca, 
and Vezzano were just accidents.” 

Of the five horses mentioned, *Ortello 
was brought to California last winter and 
died there in April, and the next three 
have been exported to England, where 
Nearco appears likely to lead the 1947 
sire list. 

Last week Mr. Salmon announced that 
he had completed arrangements for the 
purchase of Vezzano and that the horse 
had been shipped by rail to England, 
whence he will be sent by boat to the 
United States as soon as the British Blood- 
stock Agency can arrange passage. In

The price was not stated, but it was 
certain to have been much more than that 
paid for the year-younger *Sirte, which 
outranks him in size but not in fame. 
Vezzano had more of an_ international 
reputation and has already shown himself 
among Italy’s most successful sires. Last 
year he ranked third on the list of leaders. 
with Pilade and Navarro, both dead, ahead 
of him. 

Vezzano ran two seasons, the war cutting 
short his career just after he had won his 
greatest race, the Grand International 
d’Ostende. At two he won three stakes in 
six starts, including the Criterium Nation- 
ale, was second once, fourth twice. In the 
Italian Free Handicap equivalent at the 
end of the season he was ranked five 
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pounds below the top weight, the post of 
honor being held by Maenio. 


At three he first proved himself Italy’s 
best 3-year-old, then extended his reputa- 
tion in the international field. During the 
year he won five of his seven starts, was 
second once (beaten three-quarters of a 
length by Maenio in the 114-mile Premio 
d'Italia on a muddy track), and third once 
(in his first start). His victories were in 
the Triennale Italiano, one mile, beating 
Maenio three lengths; Premio Principe 
Emanuele Filiberto, 144 miles; Italian 
Derby, 14% miles; Gran Premio di Milano. 
Italy's biggest race, weight for age, 17% 
miles; and Belgium’s Grand International, 
13, miles. in which he faced down France’s 
best horses, including Mon Tresor 3rd, 
Goya, Sirtam, and Antonym. Goya and 
Antonym had already distinguished them- 
selves in international competition.

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Vezzano managed to get back to Italy 
after the war had begun and entered the 
stud in 1940. Popular from the first, he 
got in foal 76 per cent of the 192 mares 
on which reports were available for his 
first seven seasons in the stud. In the 
first four crops, Mr. Varola reports, were 
54 starters, 39 winners, 12 others which 
placed. In the fifth crop, now 2-year- 
olds, through August 23 ten had started, 
seven had won, another had placed. 

On the sire list he advanced at once to 
a position among the leaders, ranking 
tenth in 1944, when he had two crops rac- 
ing, eighth in 1945, and third in 1946. 
Last year his get won 91 races and 9,735.- 
350 lire. This year, through August 23, 
their total was 75 wins and approximately 
9,000,000 lire. (Under the advancing in- 
flation in Italy the lire is worth next to 
nothing. ) 

Among Vezzano’s best get are Katia (a 
top-class 2-year-old filly in 1946), Grifone 
(classics at 114%4 and miles), Nemesi 
(second best 2-year-old filly of 1945). 
Siamese (among the leaders at two and ~ 
three), Magellano, Milano, Tatti, Lazzo. 
Nemico, and other stakes winners. 

Memoranda on Vezzano’s excellent an- 
cestry will be left to a later article by 
Mr. Varola. 

Mr. Salmon, spending this week at 
Mereworth Farm, stated that he would an- 
nounce Vezzano’s stud fee shortly. 


Challenge Me to Bashford Manor 


An advertisement in this issue carries 
the announcement that Oscar E. Breault’s 
Challenge Me will end his racing career 
this year and in 1948 will enter the stud 
at Bashford Manor, a few miles from 
the Hermitage Farm of Warren L. Jones, 
Jr.. where he was bred. The announce- 
ment is made by Charles W. Jones, who 
has the Bashford Manor property under 
lease. 

Challenge Me. 6-year-old son of *Chal- 
lenger 2nd and the *Bull Dog mare Cash 
Book (dam also of the stakes winner Put 
In and five other winners). has earned 
$126.392 in his five seasons of racing. His 
most notable victory was in the Holly- 
wood Gold Cup of 1945, in which he ran 
the mile and a quarter in 2:0025, then the 
fastest American time for the distance, 
except for Whisk Broom’s disputed 2:00 
record in 1913. 

He set a track record of 1:4235 for 
1,'; miles at Oaklawn Park when he was 
a 3-year-old in 1944. Challenge Me won 
the Arkansas Derby, placed in other 
stakes. He is still sound for racing, will 
finish out the season in the East and be 
shipped to the farm, near Louisville, 
about November 1. 

Entered for the 1942 yearling sales at 
Saratoga, Challenge Me was withdrawn 
and showed up the following year racing 
under the colors of the Circle W Stable. 
He had been picked out and bought

Obscure but Bothersome Bugs 
Slowed Spy Song in the Stretch 


CHICAGO 

Spy Song. it seems. has stopped stop- 
ping. Furthermore, it wasn’t tempera- 
ment. devilment. or erratic notions that 
caused him to pull himself up sharply in 
some of his earlier races, according to his 
trainer. Jack Hodgins. It was a sore 
throat, from which irritation the stopping 
habit was a sort of hangover. 

It all started last year. Every time Spy 
Song pinned his ears, dug his toes into 
the ground and quit running, it was attri- 
buted to a quirk of temperament inherited 
from his dam, Mata Hari, remember as a 
sort of she-devil. Except to the folks of 
Dixiana and the players who backed him 
heavily to win, Spy Song’s erratic be- 
havior rather added gaiety to an occasion: 
Everyone seemed to know what he could 
do: nobody knew what he would do. 

Hodgins snorts when he hears people 
talk about Spy Song’s “temperament.” No 
doubt he did inherit some of Mata Hari’s 
fire, thank goodness. But he has an even 
disposition, is an easy horse to handle, 
and his trainer wishes he “could get one 
half as good every year.” 

Something besides temperament was 
making Spy Song stop, Hodgins believed, 
but he couldn’t discover what until one 
day it was found the colt was bothered 
by an insidious strep infection in his 
throat. Apparently there was little or no 
temperament with it, else the horse 
wouldn’t have started at all. But there 
was enough soreness to irritate. The situa- 
tion is surmised about like this: Spy 
Song appeared in good health, loved to 
run, did run until the rasping in his 
throat grew severe, then he said “T’ hell 
with this,” Threw his head in the air and 
quit. Being a horse, a creature of habit, 
the addiction probably outlasted the in- 
fection. The cure is about complete. 
Hodgins believes. Permanently, he hopes. 

With considerable justification Hodgins 
declares Spy Song’s alleged “inconsist- 
ency” is a figment of the imagination. The 
son of Balladier and Mata Hari has won 
12 of his 24 starts, placed eight times, 
been out of the money only four times, 
earned $184,675. Few horses are as con- 
sistent. In finishing second twice this 
year, Spy Song forced With Pleasure and 
Rippey, to new track records for six 
furlongs at Washington Park. The times 
were 1:0946 and 1:0924. 

In winning the Hawthorne Speed Handi- 
cap last Saturday, his fifth victory of the 
year, Spy Song took up 132 pounds, won 
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easily by 315 lengths from the 3-year-old 
Education, 113. He conceded from 24 to 
32 pounds to everything else in the race. 
Education, Preoccupy, and Bogle  out- 
broke him, but Spy Song went to the 
front in the first quarter. Education took 
a futile run at him at the head of the 


stretch. The track, labeled “good” was 
soft, lumpy, damp, and dull. The time, 
1:122%. 

The $50.000 Hawthorne Gold Cup 


(Handicap) is to be run next Saturday. 
It’s at 114 miles. Spy Song is a probable 
starter, probable high weight, probable 
favorite, probable winner—if he’s for- 
gotten that sore throat and has really 
stopped stopping. 

Despite the track condition, there was 
some right smart sprinting on Hawthorne’s 
“speed” program. Miss Gertrude Dono- 
van’s 5-year-old Fighting Don (first horse 
to carry the colors of the Donovan clan, 
whose first three horses were stakes win- 
ners) won his six furlongs in 1:1314, it 
being unnecessary to run faster. Prior to 
that the 3-year-old Hot and High, bred at 
the Jess Elrod ranch in Texas, owned 
jointly and trained by John D. Mikel, of 
Carlock, Ill., won the seventh of his fifteen 
starts (he did not start at 2), a 614-fur- 
long event. His margain was 41% lengths 
over Rush Act, with the favored Stud 
Poker third, time 1:1935, the six furlongs 
being run in 1:1234, within one-fifth of 
Spy Song’s performance. 

Hot and High (by Hygoby—Day Dawn, 
by Distraction) runs like his paternal 
grandsire, Hygro, fast son of *Epinard. 
Starting in high-bracket claimers (up to 
$14,000) Hot and High has been moving 
up, meeting and beating better ones. 
Hygoby is to join the Illinois sire ranks, 
it is said. 

Hawthorne’s attendance Saturday was 
22.082, mutuel handle $1.511,653 for nine 
races, compared to $1,675,280 for eight 
races on the corresponding day last year. 
Saturday’s ninth race was for benefit of 
victims of the swamp fever outbreak and 
quarantine at Rockingham.

The Slowdown 
Gets Stymie Again 


Feature of the racing of Saturday, Sep- 
tember 13, was Aqueduct’s program, offer- 
ing the twenty-fifth running of the Cowdin 
Stakes and the thirty-fifth edition of the 
Edgemere Handicap. Both were for $25,- 
000 added. First to be run, and first as a 
betting proposition—the play was $43,260 
more than for the Edgemere—was the 
Cowdin Stakes. which sent six 2-year-olds 
over 61% furlongs. 

Among the top-notchers of the division 
only My Request was on hand, and the 
race provided his fifth stakes victory of 
the year. His sire, Requested, had won 
the race in 1941, and Maine Chance Farm 
had taken it in 1945 with Knockdown. 
The race turned out to be between My 
Request and the Maine Chance entry of 
Royal Blood and Ace Admiral. 

Royal Blood held the lead until the 
turn, when Newsweekly and My Request 
passed him. Entering the stretch, News- 
weekly shied at some pigeons on_ the 
track and swerved out. My Request went 
around him. won by 11% lengths. Royal 
Blood, Ace Admiral, and Frankly also 
moved past Newsweekly, finished in that 
order. After the race Ruperto Donoso, on 
Newsweekly, said he probably would not 
have won the race even if his mount hadn't 
been frightened by the pigeons, but that 
he would have finished closer up. 

The Edgemere was a re-run of the 
Aqueduct Handicap of September 1, but 
at a mile and an eighth. half-a-furlong 
farther. The contenders were Stymie, 
Gallorette, Elpis. and Bridal Flower, which 
had finished in that order in the Aqueduct. 

Racing against Stymie was an _ old 
story to the jockeys on the other horses. 
and they set out to beat him with a slow

People Instead of Precipitation 
Greet Reopening at Golden Gate 


San FRANCISCO 

Opening day at Golden Gate Fields 
proved a couple of things. One is that 
it doesn’t rain all the time in Albany, 
Calif... no matter what you may have 
heard, and the other is that a major 
race track will do very well indeed in 
the San Francisco area. 

Renamed and reconverted, Golden Gate 
Fields reopened before a crowd of 30,316 
on a day when California was celebrating 
its ninety-seventh birthday as a member 
of the Union. The track might also have 
observed its own sixth birthday, for back 
in 1941 Golden Gate Fields, nee Albany, 
opened for the first time. 

That winter was the most unusual any 
native son cares to remember. It rained 
off and on, but mostly on, for 40 days, 
and the weather, plus a serious shortage 
in horses brought about by a conflict in 
dates with Santa Anita, forced the track to 
close after only five days of racing. 

There is no danger of such a possibility 
now. The weather was clear, the track 
fast. and the motorists were lined up 
bumper-to-bumper all the way from Al- 
bany to the Embarcadero. They even 
came by water taxi, and it strikes this 
reporter that the officials of Golden Gate 
Fields passed up a golden opportunity 
when they did not purchase all the LCVP’s 
that were once stored at the track. They 
could have staged quite a “landing party” 
hauling patrons from San Francisco to 
the east bay, and having tried both motor- 
ing in traffic and landing in LCVP’s, this 
reporter will take the latter means of 
transportation as the least hazardous. 

The inaugural crowd easily set a record 
for northern California racing. By way 
of comparison, the opening day at Tan- 
foran last spring was attended by 15,400 
persons. For the records again, the Santa 
Anita opening (in southern California) 
last winter drew a throng of 57.500, and 
the inaugural program at Hollywood Park 
in the spring was attended by a crowd of 
45,393. Golden Gate Fields may never 
reach these figures, but the management 
is quite satisfied with what has been ac- 
complished already. 

General Manager Frank Clark and his 
staff worked like beavers to give San 
Francisco a big-time race track. Every- 
thing about Golden Gate Fields is first 
class, from the natural setting in the wake 
of the Golden Gate bridge to the recon- 
verted marine blue and turquoise stands, 
and down to the comfortable barns and 
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tack rooms and to the track itself. In 
order to construct a “rainproof” strip, the 
track has been built up 30 inches above the 
former level, with culverts providing for 
quick drainage. The track is cushioned 
with 12 inches of loam from the nearby 
Moraga Valley. 

Over this strip, the Circle S Stable’s 
handsome 3-year-old chestnut colt Triske- 
lion, which had run well at Hollywood 
Park and was fresh from an easy triumph 
in the overnight Inaugural Handicap at 
Del Mar, sprinted to a length-and-a-half 
victory in the $20,000 Pacific handicap at 
six furlongs. The swift Heelfly colt, out 


of Torca, won in the fast time of 1:0944, 
with trainer-owner Willie Robertson’s 
*Ended second, and Bert Baroni’s Autocrat 
third. 


*Ended carried the field the first half 
in :4515, and hung on stubbornly after 
being caught by the winner to nose out 
Autocrat for place honors. Behind the 
first three were such familiar figures to 
western Turfgoers as Bymeabond, Tripli- 
cate, High Resolve, Miss Doreen, War 
Allies, Texas Sandman, and Menu. 


Horses AND HEADACHES. It was a fine field, 
worthy of a fine track. With $250,000 in 
stakes money to aim at, the leading 
western horses are stabled at Golden Gate 
Fields, and the top jockeys, who always 
follow the good horses, are there to ride 
them. As the track opened, however, 


there was planty of room for medium- 
grade horses and Barry Whitehead, the 
racing secretary. was existing on an aspirin 
diet trying to fill the daily cards. The 
situation promised to get no better until 
the close of Del Mar. 

The two-week conflict in dates between 
Del Mar in the South and Golden Gate 
Felds in the North helped no one. Del 
Mar has never aspired to be anything 
but a pleasant resort track where one can 
combine the joys of a vacation with rac- 
ing. It was never meant to run after 
Labor Day. When attendance began to 
fall off. Jockey Carroll Bierman stepped 
in out of the past to do what he could to 
keep up interest in the meeting. It ap- 
peared he could do a great deal. 


THE BrerMAN Finish. Now 29 years old. 
Bierman had come to California during 
the summer on a combined business and 
vacation trip, with an idea of returning to 
racing somewhere in the back of his head. 
The opportunity came at Del Mar. A 
few weeks of rugged discipline dropped 
his weight from 120 to 112 pounds, and 
he was ready to try a comeback. The 
first week he rode 17 winners, and the 
second 16 more, and at the rate he was 
going no one doubted that he would finish 
the season as the leading rider of the meet- 
ing. There was no secret about Bierman’s 
success. He is a strong whipper with 
either hand, and he kept busy enough to 
make even the horsese that have been 
stopping keep going to the finish wire. A 
modest chap, as well as a hard worker, 
he was earning his success. 

Five years ago Bierman and his father- 
in-law, Frank J. Wagner, opened a busi- 
ness on Long Island, manufacturing roller 
skates. They have done well enough, but 
racing—and not on skates, either—has 
always been Bierman’s first love. During 
the war he served in the Navy, during 
which time he put on quite a bit of weight. 
A year ago at Jamaica he tried a come- 
back, but had few opportunities to ride. 
Now, by following a strict diet, he beleives 
he can keep his weight at 112. 

The largest afternoon of his career came 
in May, of 1940, when he _ whipped 
the Milky Way Farms’ Gallahadion to 
victory over the late Col. E. R. Bradley’s 
Bimelech in the Kentucky Derby. He 
also rode Al Sabath’s Alsab to victory 
over Whirlaway in a $25,000 special race 
at Narragansett in the fall of 1942. And 
he was astride the King Ranch filly Cien- 
cia when she won the Santa Anita Derby 
in 1939. 

Now that he is back in racing, Bier- 
man will remain in the West to ride at 
Golden Gate Fields and Santa Anita 
Park. His wife and their 5-year-old son, 
Carroll, Jr., will join him soon in Cali- 
fornia. 


Room For AnotHer. Another old favor- 
ite at Del Mar is Brainerd Kellogg Beck- 
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with, and it is nice to see him back in the 
sport as paddock judge. Beckwith served 
for many years as an official at Santa 
Anita. Pimlico. and Belmont. He is also 
the author of an excellent book on the 
late Seabiscuit. Sime time ago Beckwith 
left racing to write another book, and 
now that it is completed it is good to see 
him back in a sport where he has so many 
friends. 
“Beek.” as he is known to everyone in 
racing in California, has as many friends 
among the trainers, grooms and exercise 
boys on the backstretch as he has in the 
Turf Clubs. He has a fine background of 
racing; he was brought up with Thorough- 
breds, and has always had a love for them. 
Come to think of it, he is a Thorough- 
bred himself, so that must account for 
the kindred sprit. In any sport, even rac- 
ing. there is always room for more gentle- 
men like B. K. Beckwith.

Brazil’s Unbeaten Heliaco Wins 


The Derby and the Grande Premio 


Brazil has an unbeaten champion. His 
name is Heliaco. Up to now he has run 
ten times, won all his starts, including the 
richest international event in this part of 
the world. There is no horse now in South 
America capable of beating him, except, 
perhaps, his stablemate Heron, by the 
same sire, Formasterus. 

After winning the Brazilian Derby of 
about 1144 miles, Heliaco was given a 
short rest, starting next in the Grande 
Premio Dezesseis de Julho, 144 miles, on 
July 13 at the Gavea race course. The 
champion started in front over the very 
sloppy track, made the pace all the way, 
won by several lengths, with Caxambu 
second, the Argentine Erebus (by British 
Empire) third, the mare Fiducia and the 
Uruguayan Multiple following. Owned 
by the Paula Machado Stable, bred by 
Candido G. Paula Machado, Heliaco is 
trained by Ernani Freitas, and his jockey 
is Oswaldo Ullea. He is out of that fine 
stakes-winning mare Saphinha, by Trini- 
dad. 

Next outing for Heliaco was in South 
America’s. richest and most important 
“international” race, run at Gavea on Au- 
gust 3. It was the Grande Premio Brazil, 
over about 17, miles, worth one million 
cruzeiros (about $50,000) to the winner. 
Sixteen horses. including one mare, were 


in the field.

Two furlongs from home it was a 


struggle between the two Paula Machado 
horses, Heron resisting and Heliaco gain- 
ing steadily. They ran head to head for a 
while, then a furlong from home Heliaco 
was a head in front, increased his advan- 
tage to one length in the finish. The big 
race was over. Three records had been 
broken: The race had been won for the 
first time by an unbeaten horse; both the 
first and second horses, for the first time. 
were by the same sire; Heliaco was the 
first horse in Brazil to win more than two 
million cruzeiros. 

On August 24, the Brazilian St. Leger 
counterpart, the Grande Premio Distrito 
Federal, over about 17% miles, afforded 
Heliaco another victory. Only three op- 
posed him; he won by one length over 
Hereo, which was three lengths in front 
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of Caxambu. Heliaco emerged from the 
race as an unbeaten winner of ten races 
and 2,320,000 cruzeiros (about $116,000), 
having topped another record, that of 
Macon, which was previously the greatest 
money winner in South America. 


After Heliaco, Heron 


Heron is surely, next to Heliaco, the 
most important horse in his own country 
—and perhaps in South America. After 
his brilliant race in the Grande Premio 
Brasil, Heron started on August 17 for 
the important Grande Premio Doutor 
Frontin, over 2,800 meters (about 154 
miles). In the long three-furlong stretch 
at Gavea, Heron drew away. He won by 
six lengths from Goyo, which was one 
length ahead of the last-minute rusher, 
Trick. Zorro was fourth. Time 2:56%4, 
very good for the heavy course. 

Heron is out of Tacy, a stakes-winning 
mare of the highest class. She was sec- 
ond in the Grande Premio Brasil of her 
year. Tacy is a daughter of Tomy 2nd, 
top sire of stayers, out of Tocaia, a good 
winner and greater producer. 


The Grande Premio Diana, the principal 
mare race in Brazil, over 14% miles, was 
run on July 6 at Gavea. Coraly, the best 
of all (in my opinion), was very unlucky. 
She had beat older horses easily at Cidade 
Jardim and was beginning to rush when 
she broke her right front leg. Finally she 
was saved for stud duty and is doing well. 

Finesse, under hard riding, won the 
race by three quarters of a length. Fiducia 
was second, Maracanan third. Finesse, a 
full sister to Heliaco, also owned by the 
Paula Machado Stable, was retired to the 
stud after the race. 

Paula Machado’s Heremon easily won 
the one-mile Classico Jockey Club de Sao 
Paulo at Gavea. Heremon, by Formas- 
terus—Yaya, is one of the four stars of the 
Machado Stable this year. The other star 
not previously mentioned is Halcyon, now 
out of his best form, which is by Formas- 
terus out of the top stakes-winning mare 
Canicula. 

Edgar Zantker, of Lexington, Ky., was 
at Rio de Janeiro the week before the- 
Grande Premio Brazil. He saw Paula 
Machado’s Heremon easily win the Class- 
ico Jockey Club de Sao Paula, at Gavea. 
He picked the entry and won his bet, but 
was looking at the wrong horse of the 
two. 


Unbeaten Uruguayan 2-year-olds 


In Uruguay also there is an unbeaten 
colt and an unbeaten filly, both very good. 
The colt is Polvorin, a chestnut son of 


The 1\-mile Derby, the 17,-mile Grande Premio Brazil, and the Grande Premio 
Distrito Federal, at 15 furlongs Brazil’s counterpart of the St. Leger, have fallen to the 
unbeaten HELIACO. The Paula Machado Stable’s 4-year-old chestnut colt is out of 


the stakes-winning Saphinha. 
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Socorro—Polcahue, owned by Cardona 
Stable. On July 20 he won the Clasico 
Lavalleja, over a mile, beating Diplomatico 
and Sonador. Time, 1:391s. 

On August 20, at Maronas, Polvorin 
competed for the Uruguayan Two Thous- 
and Guineas counterpart, the Polla de 
Potrillos, over a mile. This was the first 
time Polvorin had to exert himself to win. 
The photo-finish showed that he was a 
nose ahead of Vuecencia, another prev- 
iously unbeaten colt. Three lengths back 
was Siete Bravo, with Cerro Chato fourth. 

On July 27, at Maronas, the Uruguayan 
Polla de Potrillos, counterpart to the One 


Mountain-rimmed Gavea, Brazil’s principal race course, was thronged for the 
Grande Premio Brazil, South America’s richest and most important international race. 


Thousand Guineas, over about one mile, 
was run, and the favorite was the unbeaten 
filly Quietud, an Argentine-bred daughter 
of Foxglove out of Serena, by Congreve. 
When the field entered the home stretch, 
Quietud rushed strongly, took the lead, 
won by four lengths from Currina, with 
Bonanza third, and Negrusa fourth. It 
was another brilliant demonstration from 
that fine filly, owned by Atahualpa Stable. 
Time was 1:36%5, very good for the track. 

On August 17 Quietud ran in the Clas- 
ico Las Heras. A furlong after the start 
of this 1,600 meter (about one mile) race. 
she took the lead. made a very fast pact, 


The crowd saw Heliaco win the contest after a duel with Heron, his stablemate. 
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won easily in the fine time of 1:354. Sec- 
ond was Monteruca, four lengths in front 
of Mochila, with Petrilla fourth. 


The Unbeaten Argentines 


Argentinians are proud of their 1947 
juveniles. They have an unbeaten colt 
and an unbeaten filly among several good 
ones which show much promise. 

Meanwhile, however, the scene among 
aged horses is not so bright. Cabure, a 4- 
year-old by Pont l’Eveque out of the fine 
producer Urraca, by Your Majesty, and 
owned by the Los Biyos Stable, appeared 
as the best successor to Endeavour. He 
was an easy winner in the important 
Clasico Chacabuco, over 3,000 meters 
(about 17, miles), run at Palermo on 
July 13, with a field of only four. The 
champion Uruguayan 4-year-old, Cervan- 
tes, a son of Mazarino, by Congreve, was 
making his debut in Argentina. Cabure 
ran very easily, came home several lengths 
in front of Cervantes, with the mare Dona 
Bianea third, Caraton fourth. The time 
was 3:0915. track fast. 

On July 20, at Palermo, the Clasico 
Miguel Cane, over 1.500 meters (about 
714 furlongs), for 3-year-old colts, pro- 
duced a decisive victory for the unbeaten 
colt Nigromante. Another unbeaten colt. 
Bambino, second choice in the _ betting, 
finished third to his stablemate, Entre- 
vero. Nigromante, owned by Los Patrios 
Stable, is by Congreve’s best son, Embrujo, 
out of Nigua, by Songe, thus a full brother 
to Nina Bruja, champion filly among 
juveniles last year. 

The Polla de Potrancas, for fillies, Ar- 
gentine counterpart to the One Thousand 
Guineas, was run July 27 over 1.600 meters 
(about one mile). Bullanguera, by Full 
Sail—Babbuca, by Tresiete, won easily, 
showing in all stages of the race a com- 
plete superiority over her rivals. Tocada 
finished second, 24% lengths behind the 
winner. Third, several lengths back, came 
Biarritz Bonheur, followed by Merry Miss, 
Tirolesa, Mi Careme and Neil Gwynne, 
which ran poorly. Time 1:37, over a fast 
track. Bullanguera’s owner, Mr. Del 
Solar Dorrego, received a good offer for 
her after the event, but refused it. 

On August 3 Palermo featured the im- 
portant Polla de Potrillos, Argentine 
counterpart of the Two Thousand Guineas, 
over 1,600 meters (about a mile). Only 
three colts started, the others probably 
fearing Nigromante. His two rivals, how- 
ever, were good colts with previous good 
races to their credit, and he had to make 
a real run. He took the lead at the start, 
finished three lengths ahead of Murano, 
which was another three-quarters of a 
length in front of Charm. Time _ was 
1:36.

Answer Equipoise’s Detractors 


During the lifetime of Equipoise, and 
afterwards, the writer was repeatedly ac- 
cused of rating him altogether too highly. 
We were assured, both in and out of print, 
that he was no such horse as we held him 
to be; that, in especial, he was not a truly 
great race horse and that as a sire he was 
an utter failure. 

In the hurried and often hectic career of 
Turf journalism, its practitioner often has 
reason to feel dissatisfied with his efforts 
and to look back over them with little 
complacency. But if we were called upon 
to present an alibi to offset the multitude 
of our sins, it would be our sustained and 
unfaltering allegiance to Equipoise. 

It is easy to be mistaken in the evalua- 
tion of a Thoroughbred—all too easy. 
When one recalls the bad guesses, the 
incorrect estimates, the unjust verdicts 
that so many of the best judges and most 
seasoned critics at one time and another 
have perpetrated, one begins to realize 
how difficult it is to avoid them and how 
easy it is to fall into them. 

This is especially true as regards our 
likes or dislikes for horses which have 
challenged public attention by their per- 
formances. They excite the most unre- 
strained enthusiasm, and at the same time 
the most acrimonious and sometimes ma- 
lignant criticism. 


His accomplishments as a race horse and a sire established the dead EQUIPOISE

Equipoise stood out among horses of 
this type. During his Turf career he be- 
came a public idol. No performer that 
has since appeared has excited such glow- 
ing and emotional admiration, such wor- 
shipful homage among his followers. On 
the other hand, none has been the object 
of such inveterate and even malicious de- 
traction. There was that coterie of “Equi- 
poise-haters,” few in number but persist- 
ently vocal and unresting in their animos- 
ity, that followed his every movement and 
overlooked no opportunity for a stab, a 
jibe, or a sneer, sniping from the sidelines 
with deliberate and embittered aim. 

The phenomenon is not uncommon. ‘The 
very magnitude of towering greatness of- 
fends and angers a certain type of human 
nature which seeks revenge by attempting 
to debase what rises high, to smear what 
is shining, and to greet with hisses what 
has excited applause. 

When to this is added the element of 
jealousy, fed either by direct and selfish 
financial interest, or on the other side, the 
consciousness that one has made a bad 
guess and cannot go behind it, the condi- 
tion becomes chronic. It pets its own 
poison and continues to disseminate it long 
after the source from which it was dis- 
tilled has vanished. 


His Greatness Is Kept Green 


Equipoise has been dead now for almost 
ten years, but the manner in which his 
little band of sons and daughters—the 
garde sacree arisen from his ashes—is 
keeping his greatness green, also keeps 
green the propensity to defame him. And 
only the other day we noticed still another 
would-be dagger thrust of which he was 
the object. 

For ourselves we may say that from the 
day we first caught sight of him the con- 
viction that here was one of the greatest 
of all great horses struck us still in our 
tracks. The course of events from that 
day to this has confirmed the correctness 
of that conviction. The farther he recedes 
from us the more monumentally great he 
looms. 

Taking his combined achievements, first 
as a race horse and then as a progenitor, 
our horse history has nothing to compare 
with him. They have followed on and 
transcended those of his two ancestors, 
Domino and Commando, and the three 
stand together as a trinity without parallel 
—all early dead, all leaving behind them 
mere handfuls of foals. And had not these 
foals been of a higher quality, on the aver- 
age, than those similarly limited in num- 
ber by any other progenitor, they speedily 
would have been forgotten. 

Pause and think it over: 

Domino — 20 foals; Commando — 27 
foals. Equipoise—74 foals. 

Domino dead at six years; Commando 
dead at seven; Equipoise dead at ten. 

We say again—pause and think it over. 
Consider what came from their loins— 
and try to conceive what our breeding 
fabric would have been today had they 
been allowed to live out normal lifetimes, 
or, to reduce it to the lowest common de- 
nominator, if just one of them had lived, in 
light of what they have contributed to it. 


Only when we soberly ponder these facts 
can we comprehend the staggering loss 
that these three stallions have been. We 
then appreciate also the immensity of their 
achievements. 

But—is it appreciated even with a mod- 
erate sense of its greatness? 

The only answer possible to one familiar 
at first hand with the facts is: No. Not 
at all. Not only is it unappreciated, but 
it receives little praise or recognition. It 
is passed over for the most part with in- 
difference and disrespect. The notice ac- 
corded it is as nothing in contrast to the 
blowing of trumpets and beating of drums 
over the achievements of other sires and 
families which, in comparison, shrivel into 
insignificance. 


The Wrong Family 


Several years ago we were asked our 
opinion of the most important task of 
breeding in this country today. In reply 


as one of America’s great horses. His mark of 1:34 for a mile has endured since 1932. we designated it as the conservation of the 
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blood of Equipoise, which was so scarce 
jn quantity and so precious in quality. 
Every drop of it should be husbanded and 
utilized with the utmost care, for it was 
the nearest approach to radium or urani- 
um that our Thoroughbred breed had as 
yet produced. 

Our confidence in the prepotency of the 
“Chocolate Soldier” was accorded a 
douche of very cold water ... very cold 
indeed. 

We were informed first that Equipoise 
was not bred for a sire. His maternal 
line—No. 5 of the Bruce Lowe Figure 
System—to begin with, was not a real 
“sire family.” On top of this his particu- 
lar branch of it had never produced a sire 
of any account whatever. But that was 
not all. By no means. 

Leaving generalities aside, the get of 
Equipoise, we were further informed, were 
“mushy”. (That, by the way, is precisely 
the epithet that a noted European Bend 
Or-hater applied to the get of that illus- 
trious progenitor.) They lacked substan- 
tially everything necessary to the high- 
class race horse. Not only were they short 
on speed (the primal necessity), but they 
had neither substance nor stamina, they 
trained badly, they were such washy, in- 
ferior animals that trainers hated to have 
them around. 

It was a sweeping arraignment. Equi- 
poise was guilty on every count that mat- 
ered. For, in addition, he had “that bad

foot of the Domino’s”—a hereditary curse 
that had shortened his own career and in- 
fallibly would be passed on by him. 

In short, our views amounted to a com- 
plete hallucination. 

Nevertheless we refused to recant or to 
minimize them. So with much the same 
kindly forbearance that is extended to an 


ailing child or a mentally afflicted patient 
by an indulgent physician, we were re- 
quested to mention a few sons of Equipoise 
that might possibly be fit for stud pur- 
poses. We spoke, of course, of a number 
well known to us individually as well as 
by performance and pedigree. This was 


several seasons after Equipoise had begun 
the sensational sweep that landed him at 
the top of the winning sires list. 


Catalogue of Faults 


As they were enumerated, it developed 
that there was something wrong with each 
of them. 

None of them had won as much money 
as Whirlaway. 

None of them. like *Ormonde and St. 
Simon, were unbeaten. 

None of them, still sadder to relate, was 
from a female line that would pass muster. 

None of them had any such qualifica- 
tions individually as Mr. Vosburgh appor- 
tioned to Purchase—“the nobleman look” 
—“the look a nobleman should have but 
which many of them have not.” 

Shut Out was “common looking”. At- 
tention was “weedy”. Swing and Sway 
was “a nice little horse but entirely too 
small”. Bolingbroke was “swaybacked”. 
The dam of Equifox was a mare that 
“wouldn’t bring a hundred dollars if she 
was led into the sale ring with just her 
pedigree to sell on,” while the horse him- 
self was “extremely ordinary”. 

As for racing class, not one of them 
was within miles of his sire. Their crimes 
and misdemeanors, it appeared, were not 
only profuse but inexpiable. 

Meanwhile a gentleman from Texas 
who, it appeared, shared our sentiments

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regarding Equipoise and his blood, slipped 
up to Kentucky and bought for the pro- 
verbial song, in each instance, a son and 
a daughter of Equipoise that it was neces- 
sary to “weed out” as they were not up to 
standard. For the pair of them he did not 
give enough to pay for a few hairs out of 
the tail of a Class B yearling by one of its 
fashionable sires, if reports, probably au- 
thentic, may be trusted. 

And now the filly has produced Assault 
and the colt has sired Stymie, both of 
which have beaten the record of Whirl- 
away and are still going strong. 

And among the two or three colts that 
Swing and Sway left behind him upon his 
departure for Maryland was Saggy, which 
recently defeated the pick — of the 
Eastern stakes 2-year-olds, has won six out 
of seven races and hard onto $40,000, 
though afflicted with a form of lameness 
that defies treatment but out of which he 
emerges to keep on and on. 


On the Soft Side 


And speaking of the “mushy” make-up 
of the Equipoise family, isn’t it queer that 
Stymie, which two years ago carried 128 
pounds over 244 miles to win the Pimlico 
Cup—and in the mud, at that—is still able 
to go to the races? 

Also that he is the only horse in the 
world that stands in Class A after having 
run as many as 100 races? This he has 
done while midway of his sixth year. 

Exterminator raced only 100 times all 
told (including one so-called exhibition 


that was merely a canter) in a career that 
extended into his ninth year, and before 
he was at the 100 mark he had degenerat- 
ed into but the ghost of his better self. 
The largest number of races ever run in 
one season by Exterminator was 21, as a 
4-year-old. He ran only four times at two 
and 15 at three; whereas Stymie ran 28 
times at two, 29 at three. 

Assault is another in which the Equi- 
poise “mushiness” has come out strongly. 
After winning the Triple Crown last sea- 
son he got off and looked to be done for. 
But with a short let-up he executed a 
thundering comeback. And thus far this 
season he is unbeaten (through July 11), 
though carrying as high as 133 pounds. 
And now it is Assault with $575,670 and 
Stymie with $595,610—and the end not 
yet. 

The latest testimony to the high value 
set upon the blood of Equipoise in fashion- 


able circles is the news that Bolingbroke 
has followed Swing and Sway out of Ken- 
tucky, his further presence there being 
unwelcome. As previously noted, he is 
afflicted with a back that does not suit the 
experts—besides which he had no speed 
out of the gate. And, as we all know, most 
of the money is hung up at the quarter- 
pole—or just a short distance beyond it. 


In concluding these timid remarks we 
will recall one afternoon at Belmont Park 
a few seasons back when we were watching 
the starters for the Manhattan Handicap 
file out of the paddock. William Wood- 
ward was standing beside us and momen- 
tarily, as the procession came to a stand- 
still, Bolingbroke stood before us. He 
was looking very fit and after examining 
him with a critical eye, Mr. Woodward, 
who unlike ourselves is esteemed an 
eminent judge of breeding stock, both here 
and abroad, said to us: 


“There is a good type of horse for a 
sire.” 

A few minutes later Bolingbroke, before 
the vast throng that had made Whirlaway 
a 7-to-10 favorite, came breezing past him 
to win going away in 2:2735 for the mile 
and a half, a new American record for the 
distance and one that has not since been 
threatened. They say his oldest foals, now 
yearlings, are a good-looking lot. But 
they're not up to the Blue Grass standard. 
So he has followed Swing and Sway out 
of Kentucky after having, fortunately, 
done no great amount of procreation there 
and left it comparatively untainted—at 
least let it so be hoped. 


Equipoise’s son BOLING- 
BROKE won 14 races and 
$161,270, established the 
American record of 2:27%5 for 
1% miles. His first foals were 
born in 1946. Recently he was 
bought by Mrs. Marion du 
Pont Scott from Townsend B.

Shannon Defeated; 
Temeraire Goes On 


MELBOURNE 

Purchased a few days before the race for 
26,000 guineas by J. W. Smith. Shannon 
was beaten into second place by Victory 
Lad (by the Italian sire Breughel) in the 
Warwick Stakes, a weight-for-age race of 
seven furlongs at Randwick on August 30. 

Shannon lost the race through savaging 
another runner, Prince Consort, when 
making his winning run a furlong from 
the post. 

It was one of the greatest racing sensa- 
tions of modern times in Australia. as 
apart from Shannon having been sold for 
a record Australian price, he started 
almost unbackable in the ring at 3 to 1 on. 

While pointing out that Shannon was 
unlucky to have been beaten, there was 
great merit in the win of Victory Lad, 
which was backed well by the Dan Lewis 
stable. Lewis has trained the winners of 
five Sydney Cups. 

When Shannon started to savage Prince 
Consort, he turned round almost in his 
tracks to do so and just missed taking a 
piece out of the Prince’s brisket. Victory 
Lad is one of our best performers and he 
will do even better as the spring season 
He is one of the best of the 
Breughel stock bred in Australia. 

Apart from Shannon’s defeat, another 
highlight of the day at Randwick was that 
Temeraire continued on his unbeaten way 
by capturing the Hobartville Stakes, a 
seven-furlong race for 3-year-olds. They 
have such a mighty opinion of Temeraire 
in Sydney that none of the good 3-year- 
olds were stacked up against him, the op- 
position consisting of three nondescripts. 

There was no betting on the Hobart- 
ville, which Temeraire (by Felerag) won 
by eight lengths without ever being ex- 
tended. Temeraire was again ridden by 
his usual jockey, Bill Cook and it was 
only an exercise gallop for him. He is 
now unbeaten in seven starts and is a 
hot favorite for the AJC Derby to be run 
on October 4 at Randwick and for the 
Victoria Derby to be run at Flemington 
on November 1. 

If he can stay. and this has not yet to 
be proved, he will probably be one of the 
outstanding horses of all time in this 
country. 

Cook thinks he will stay, but many 
keen Sydney judges think just the op- 
posite. But they have yet to be proved 
they are right and that Cook is wrong. 
Temeraire has won £9,627 in stakes.

Sweep Like Killed 


Central Kentucky has been having its 
share of storms this season. Hail has 
riddled tobacco, hit-and-run winds have 
blown down barns. uprooted trees. One 
brief but violent gust skipped over the 
1.800 acres of Henry H. Knight’s Alma- 
hurst Farm. flattened fences. leveled an 
estimated 2.000 fine trees.

mals remained at Suffolk Downs, while 
others went to other areas. Some horses 
from Suffolk Downs were reported to have 
been moved to Narragansett Park in Rhode 
Island, and became sick. Following the 
arrival of the horses at Rockingham, there 
was a continued increase in the number of 
cases of the disease. which developed to 
such an extent that the Bureau was called 
upon for assistance on August 20, 1947, 
the first intimation that the Bureau had 
that this trouble was present. 

Dr. Mott and Dr. Stein conferred with 
large groups of horsemen and veterinar- 
ians. Dr. Smith. State veterinarian of 
New Hampshire, placed a quarantine Au- 
gust 23, 1947, on the horses at Rocking- 
ham Park for an indefinite period. On 
the recommendation of Dr. Mott, an isola- 
tion quarantine area was established about 
one half mile from the race track, where 
a number of the clinically affected horses 
were moved. This area consisted of a 
large tent equipped with individual box 
stalls, with facilities for separate feeding 
and watering of horses. In addition a 
system of insect control was inaugurated, 
using DDT, and other sanitary precau- 
tions were taken. 

Prior to the establishment of the dis- 
ease through clinical observations and 
since then, various forms of treatment 
have been administered to the sick horses 
and those suspected of being sick. From 
the number of cases that have appeared 
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at Rockingham, it seems probable that 
there has been further spread of the dis- 
through the medium of bleeding 
needles, hypodermic syringes, and other 
instruments that might have been con- 
taminated with the blood of an infected 
horse, 


ease 


Once Arrectep, ALWAYs AFFECTED. 
When once a horse is affected with swamp 
fever. the virus remains present continu- 
ally in its blood until the death of the 
animal. The disease can be very easily 
reproduced by the transfer of minute 
amounts of blood. excretions or secretions 
from an animal sick with the disease to a 
healthy animal. 

Any instrument which draws blood can 
be capable of transmitting the infection 
should that instrument be contaminated 
with the blood or other infectious material 
of an infected horse and introduced in or 
under the skin of a normal horse. Such 
objects as surgical instruments, knives, 
hypodermic syringes, bleeding needles, 
tattooing instruments, and such like are 
examples. 

This emphasizes the extreme importance 
of thoroughly cleaning and sterilizing in- 
struments before use on each animal. 
From the observations and the histories 
available, it appears that the disease was 
introduced into the New England states 
through some infected horses from Florida. 
It also appears that there has been con- 
siderable dissemination of the disease 
since the horses arrived in New England. 
Horses left the race track at Suffolk Downs 
at the close of the meeting. A large num- 
ber of these horses went to Rockingham, 
where the disease has appeared to a con- 
siderable extent. These horses have been 
placed under indefinite quarantine. 

However, the horses that left Suffolk 
Downs and did not go to Rockingham are 
probably a group among which some cases 
of swamp fever might be found. The 
potentiality of this group of horses for 
further spread of the disease should be 
recognized, 

The group of horses at Rockingham are 
now quarantined, and the importance of 
the proper disposal of these animals is a 
matter of extreme importance to the future 
control of the disease. While 47 of 900 
or more horses at Rockingham have been 
diagnosed clinically as having the disease, 
it is quite probable that there are many 
more than this number affected, since the 
disease may appear in a mild form and 
be confused with other conditions. The 
only sure way of picking all possibly in- 
fected horses is by horse inoculation tests. 


CONTINUE QUARANTINE. Pending the 
development of a detailed procedure of 
eliminating infected horses by horse inocu- 
lation tests, which should receive im- 
mediate attention, the quarantine of all 
horses in the Rockingham area as well 
as in the areas where the disease is rec- 


ognized or suspected should be continued 
and strengthened. 

No animal should be allowed to leave 
these areas until granted permission by 
the State Veterinarian. A thorough in- 
spection of all horses should be made by 
competent authorities, and all clinical 
cases of the disease should be immediately 
removed and destroyed as quickly as pos- 
sible. The carcasses of such animals 
should be disposed of by incineration or 
deep burial in quicklime. 

Since there is no recovery from. this 
disease, the animals are a menace to nor- 
mal horses, and they have little value as 
either work stock or racing stock and are 
dangerous to use for breeding purpose. 
Pending horse inoculation tests, all efforts 
should be made to detect animals affected 
with the disease, and these should be re- 
moved as quickly as possible to the special 
quarantined area. This procedure could 
be facilitated by taking temperatures 
twice a day of all animals. In short, all 
adequate measures should be taken to pre- 
vent the further spread of the disease 
among the quarantined horses. 

The foregoing discussion brings out the 
serious situation confronting the horse 
industry in the United States, particularly 
the Thoroughbred industry, and it is the 
purpose of this report to place clearly 
before the state regulatory officials, prac- 
ticing veterinarians, horsemen, and_ the 
public in general the gravity of the situa- 
tion. The Bureau will be pleased to give 
such advice and assistance as might be 
possible under the circumstances. Farmers’ 
Bulletin 1819, “Infectious Anemia (Swamp 
Fever)” is available for distribution on 
request. 


“SO MUCH HYSTERIA” 

Dr. Joseph S. Barber, State veterinarian 
and administrator of animal industry and 
dairying in Rhode Island, certified on Au- 
cust 28 that the State is “completely free 
of the so-called ‘swamp fever’ which has 
created so much hysteria in northern New 
England,” according to a press release 
from Narragansett Park. 

In a later release, Billy Ames, director 
of the track’s publicity, wrote that Narra- 
gansett is “standing steady as a_ rock 
beneath the impact of hysteria, panic and 
propaganda sparked by the outbreak of 
horse sickness in northern New England.” 
He added that “it is the firm intention of 
the management to run a normal meeting. 
There will be no reduction of purses and 
the stakes schedule will be adhered to just 
as long as eligibles are there to start. It 
is the belief of the management that the 
‘swamp fever’ scare will subside as 
quickly as it began.” 

Dr. C. E. Dee, of Miami, Fla., described 
by the track as a nationally known au- 
thority on swamp fever, has been engaged 
to work with Dr. E. J. Cole, the track 
veterinarian. Rules were laid down to 
be observed by all horsemen at the course.

FOREIGN 
Sayajirao Wins 
The St. Leger 


At the final call-over of the odds on the 
St. Leger, to be run next day (September 
13) at Doncaster, the Maharajah of Bar- 
oda’s Sayajirao was 6 to 1, along with 
the French-bred Derby winner Pearl Diver. 
The Aga Khan’s Migoli was favorite at 
85 to 40, Marcel Boussac’s still undistin- 
guished but promising Arbar was second 
choice at 4 to 1. The Maharajah was in 
India. 


Less than an hour before the race the 
Maharajah arrived at the course; he had 
flown from India in 22 hours. All the 
year he had been planning to win this 
race. He had passed up the $100,000 
Empire Gold Cup at Belmont Park in 
July partly because he wished to take no 
chances with his St. Leger prospects. 

Half an hour before the race Sayajirao 
was still at 6 to 1 on the bookmakers’ 
slate. Whether it was Baroda’s money or 
the psychological effect of his dramatic 
arrival, the odds dropped to 9 to 2 in 
the last quarter-hour. and Sayajirao be- 
came second favorite, displacing Arbar. 
on which a steady stream of support was 
still coming in. 


Three furlongs from the finish Sayajirao 
was last in the field of 11. Edgar Britt 
brought him to the front in a sustained 
run. Then he faced a powerful challenge 
from the French candidate Arbar, and 
at the finish had only inches left of his 
lead.  Migoli was third, three lengths 
back, the Derby winner Pear Diver fourth. 

Sayajirao’s narrow victory gave the Eng- 
lish two of the five 3-year-old classics, as 
against three won by French horses. Ar- 
bar, which just missed, is by Djebel out 
of Astronomie, the dam of two outstand- 
ing French stayers, Marsyas and the un- 
beaten Caracalla. 

Sayajirao, known around the world as 
the colt for which Bareda’s ruler paid the 
record price of 28,000 guineas as a year- 
ling, was trained with an eye on the St. 
Leger. His most notable previous victory 
was in the Irish Derby. But he had run 
eight times this year, winning four stakes, 
placing second in two, third in the other 
two, the Two Thousand Guineas and 
Derby. 

Since he is to be kept in training and 
will have a considerable value at the stud, 
the Maharajah and his trainer, Fred Arm- 
strong, may be credited with a unique 
record. They have shown a profit on a 
record-priced yearling. 

Sayajirao—the name is pronounced as 
if two words. Sa-Y AH-ji RAH-oh—is a full 
brother to Dante, best colt of the war 
years in Britain, by the Italian-bred Near- 


co (Pharos—Nogara. by Havresac 2nd) 
out of Rosy Legend. by Dark Legend out 
of Rosy Cheeks, by St. Just (by St. Frus- 
quin), third dam Purity, by Gallinule. 


RECORD FALL SALES 


A total of 828 Thoroughbreds have been 
consigned to the Keeneland Fall Sales, it 
was announced by the Breeders’ Sales 
Company after the close of entries. This 
is 94 more than were sold at last year’s 
record fall auctions. and will be the largest 
total in American bloodstock history. 

Included in the Lexington auctions are 
311 broodmares, 87 weanlings, 14 stallions, 
381 yearlings, and 35 others, including 
horses in training, prospective broodmares, 
and so on. The sale begins Monday, 
November 17, and continues through Fri- 
day, November 21. 

Three sessions, beginning at 10 a.m.. 
will be held on the opening day. Breed- 
ing stock will be sold in the morning, 
yearlings in the afternoon and at night. - 
During the next four days the sessions 
will begin at 2 p.m. and 7:30 p.m., and 
yearlings will be auctioned at the night 
sales. An average of about 75 head per 
session will be catalogued. 

Two catalogs will be printed; the first 
part will contain the entries for the first 
two days’ sales. It is hoped to have this 
ready during the second week in October.

the stakes winner and great matriarch 
Frizette. 

Frizette, bred in Kentucky, a stakes win- 
ner in New York, a great broodmare in 
France, is a major phenomenon of modern 
breeding. Through her numerous top- 
class descendants in France she has been 
the mare most responsible for putting 
French breeders square up against the 
problem of deciding between the English 
and American stud books. In America, 
mostly through her daughters *Frizeur 
and *Princess Palatine, her family has 
turned out high-class horses in uninter- 
rupted succession for years. Now in Eng- 
land one of her American descendants is 
storming the citadel. 

Most of Belair’s numerous good horses 
have Woodward pedigrees for at least two 
or three generations on the dam’s side. 
This one is new. I rememer the day, 
in the spring of 1931, when Mr. Wood- 
ward bought Valkyr out of the dispersal 
sale of Gifford A. Cochran’s estate. She 
was a big powerful mare, with the chest- 
nut coat and the high head and high 
spirit of her famous sire. She had her 
first foal at side, a colt (Vicar) by Fly- 
ing Ebony, and was in foal to Flying 
Ebony, carrying the filly Vicaress. For 
$10,000 Mr. Woodward got three stakes 
winners. 

Later she produced two other stakes- 
winning fillies, Vagrancy and Hypnotic 
(C.C.A. Oaks and Alabama Stakes) and 
two other foals which placed in stakes, 
Valerian and Bellicose, plus three less 
distinguished fillies which have become 
the dams of the stakes winners Vienna, 
Warrigan, and Post Graduate. 

Post Graduate, incidentally, appeared 
the best colt by *Rhodes Scholar until 
Black Tarquin came along. It is a coin- 
cidence—in some quarters it may be con- 
strued as a nick—that both came from 
daughters of the same mare. *Rhodes 
Scholar raced for Lord Astor in England, 
proved himself a top horse, most notably 
by his victories over *Mahmoud in the 
St. James’s Palace Stakes (a mile) and 
over His Grace, Fairey, Theft, *Boswell, 
etc. in the Eclipse Stakes (114 miles). He 
had a pedigree of purest ray. It is good 


to see him distinguish himself in this 
mating with Vagrancy. 


It is good to see Mr. Woodward with 
another Derby candidate. He has had 
several of them in England before, but 
has never quite made it, though his share 
of success in other races has been more 
than ample. 

It is good, furthermore, to see him with 
a Gimcrack winner. Whether he goes to 
England for the Gimcrack dinner or not. 
it is certain that he is thinking of things 
he would say if he were there. I hope 
he goes. He makes a good speech.
